No Additional Troops Able To Land Since 


Three-Pronged Offensive Got Under Way

Nightfall on the island of Java found American, Dutch 
and British troops fighting side-by-aide in a newly-launch­ 
ed counter attack aimed at halting and throwing hack 
Japanese invaders of the last barrier in-the Dutch Last 
Indies. 
The attack was launched early this morning along the 
north coast of densely-populated Java. 
There was every 
reason to believe that it was a 'h eav y counter-offensive, 
driven forward under realization that the fall of Java 
would give the enemy undisturbed access to the Indian 
ocean and control of the China sea, and would immeasur­ 
ably increase the menace to the defenders of the Philip­ 
pines. 
As the counter-attack got under way, word came of a 
new 
Japanese reverse near Rembang in north central 
Java. 
The enemy lost the greater part of a new invasion 
army when Dutch planes swooped down and bombed a 
convoy of 20 Ja p transports from which troop-laden 
barges were shoving off for shore. 
Almost every one o f 
the barges were sunk by accurate bomb and machine-gun 
fire from the attacking planes. 
The total of Japanese 
warships knocked out of action was raised to IO with an­ 
nouncement that a Dutch motor torpedo boat had sunk a 
Ja p flotilla leader.

Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney and 
the Countess Szechenyi, sisters, 
and William K. Vanderbilt, a cou­ 
sin, were at his bedside when he 
died. His widow and their daugh­ 
ter, Grace, were enroute. 
He had passed the last few 
hours of his life under an oxygen 
tent and never recovered con­ 
sciousness following the stroke. 
The New York financier and 
head of the Vanderbilt clan was 
cut off by his father with a re­ 
ported $500,000 of the estimated 
$80,000,000 estate in 1899 because 
while still a student at Yale’s 
Sheffield scientific school, he m ar­ 
ried Grace Wilson, against his fa­ 


thers wishes and, in fact, without 
his parents’ knowledge. 
The bride was the youngest 
daughter of Richard T. Wilson, 
who once had been a store clerk 
in Knoxville, Tenn., but who had 
become

millionaire 
through 
shrewd deals in cotton. 
The marriage brought a schism 
in New' York social circles and 
resulted in the Vanderbilf feud 
which became one of the most 
talked-about feuds among New 
York’s original ”400.’’ 
While Gen. Vanderbilt found on 
the reading of the will of his fa­ 
ther, Cornelius Vanderbilt II. that 
the bulk of the $80,000,000 fortune 
had gone to his brother, Alfred 
Gwynne 
Vanderbilt, 
who 
later 
perished on the Lusitania, he sued 
at once to break the will. 
He later received an additional 
$6,500,000 in a settlement with his 
brother. 
With the original $500,- 
000 and this, he built up a for­ 
tune estimated at $20,000,000 in 
1925, In 1934. he inherited a life 
interest in the bulk of the huge 
estate left by his mother, Mrs. 
Alice G. Vanderbilt. 
He was a 
great grandson of the original 
Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt 
who founded the great fortune

SABOTAGE IS RAM PANT 
W 
ASHINGTON— Regardless of whether 


th e U. S. naval inquiry really gets to 


th e b o tto m of what happened to the Nor­ 
mandie. it remains a fact that sabotage of 
Allied shipping in New York Harbor has 
been rampant. 
In fact, operating under the very nose 
of the I . S. Government and the police 
of the biggest city in the world, N ew York 
shipping has come to be one of the most 
explosive w ar problems inside the United 
States. 
It hasn’t leaked out, but many times 
ships loaded with war supplies have left 
New York, only to put back into port be­ 
cause of faulty loading of cargo. 
Sabo­ 
teurs achieve this objective 
in various 
ways. 
One is to open a hose or cock in 
the hold of a vessel carrying w heat (tons 
of wheat are being shipped to Britain). 
The wet wheat then swells and has been 
known to crack open the seams of the 
ship. 
Another common form of sabotage is 
to drive two small holes in drums of oil 
loaded on one side of the bottom of the 
ship. 
One hole lets the air in, the other 
hole lets the oil out. 
A fter the oil has 
leaked out of the drums, they are crushed 
by the pressure of the full drums above. 
This shifts the entire cargo and can cause 
the ship to list.

The greatest of the i,cart drugs 
it digitalis or foxglove. ll wa.s in­ 
troduced into medicine by an Eng­ 
lish doctor, William Withering, 
who learned the secret of its use 
from an old herb woman in Shrop­ 
shire. It has been studied in the 
present century with the most ex­ 
act scientific methods so that every 
detail of its action is well known. 
In cases of heart failure with 
dropsy and shortness of breath, 
its action is splendidly specific. 
In digestive disturbances we 
also have drugs that can do nearly 
anything. We can atop the over­ 
active motions of the digestive 
tract for instance in diarrhoea, or 
we can stir them into activity 
when they are sluggish, with ca­ 
thartics. 
In stomach disease proper, we 
depend more on remedies which 
have a local action rather than 
general. This is probably because 
the commonest forms of stomach 
discomfort are due to increased 
accretions of the gastric juice. 
Since the gastric juice is largely 
composed of acid, we can apply an 
alkali to neutralist it. We have
